Ditonasion of Sunday Laws and Tbsir In- 
flnence Upon the Race — Other Laws 
Snacted by the Devotees of

The dead past still molds, in a large de- 
gi(e, the thooght of the living present. 
Heredity, tradition and veatcd intensts are

In all civilized countries a large number

woil< III rid the world id' ha ih;irisms, stu- 
pidities and superstitious that have been 



transuiittud tu us tiirough the operation of 
these jMiwerful laws of iubcritauce. 

With a profound sense iti' my resiHinsi- 
bilily to my tellowmen, and with an ardent 
desire to aid in the good work of rescuing 
.some of my eoiuitrymen from the galling 
bondage of superstition, I shall eonlinne 
this series of aitiides uiilil every rag and 
fig-leaf is iemo\('d fioni this hideous mini- 
ster, and e.vpose it (o ihc In iii'ilii'd gaze of 
tlie many thousuiul readers of these pages. 

The awful horrors and terrors of un- 
numbered millions of the human race that 
a^ now being t^irtured in the flames of 
an endless ludl, as described hy Dante and 
Jonathan Kd wards, I would have each of 
you know, do not exceed the agonies and 
sorrows and sulTerings that have been in- 

fiioted by the bloody hands of superstition 
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on l)illiiii)s nf jroor Mlowmen whik ttving 

on tills bcaiitiftil earth. 

Willi my t'('('l)lt' piiwt'i-s of dcspriittiiin I 
lmv(> Piuli':iV(in'(l lo iinprcs-; iip.m Vdiii- 
iiiinds a taint iili'a the liialxilical ami 
lii'iiish liisliirv of sii|ii'rsiiliiiii. Iiiit lan<_'Mai;i' 
is utterly inailftnialc In ilcscrihi' its iiiliiiilc 
horrors, ami I asl< I'xcry leader of these 
pajrt's to iiiiilliply what 1 say a tiiousaiid 
f(dd, and even then it would he iiTipnssihli- 
to npproxinnite the awful tortures and mis- 
eries and a^imies that liave been iiiilifted 
on innocent men. women ud ebildran by 

this bliuidy monster. 

(io with me to .\ew Knsriand, the cradle 
of culture, and a liitrh type of manhood and 
woinaiiliood, and only a little while airo the 
stupid superslition that Sunday was a Holy 
day was so linnly lixed in the public miiul 
thai a law was passerl forbiddiuir. under 
heavy peimlty, any mother from l<issiu<r her 
darliiifr hahe on Sunday, and thousands of 
lovinp fathers and mothers literally wore 
their lives away at hard labor for violating 
this infamous statute pMMd by the pfie«t« 
of suporstiiioti. 

I would also have you remendier that this 
savatre slatule |>assed and enforced by 
heartless licnds would still be in full foree 
today all ov<'i- our blessed c.nintry had it 
not iieen \'»v the anuel of Seienee ud the 

(ioddess of Heason. 

.Vnolher slatule passed by the devotees 
of the superstition that Sumlay is a Holy 
day f'ubid, under heavy penalty, any citi- 
zen fiom walkini: or riditifr <>n Sunday ex- 
cept to ami from chiireh, and thouMOde 
were kept im|Miverished all the dnjt of 
their lives lor violating: tbif itstnte. 

No Innnan i(ui^ue can describe the nn* 
speakable sorrows and BufferinKB that were 
visited on yfood women for kiMinp their 
babes on Sunday, and thousainis of indus- 
trious fathers were kept in abject |M>verty 
all the days of their miserable and wretched 
lives by the payment of heavy fines for 
beiii-; cau»;ht in their bem-yards and gar- 
dens <ui Sunday. 

A statute p rovidiuf; heavy penalties on 
every citizen for failing to attend publie 
wiuship on Suiuiay kept the houses of cor- 
rect i<m C4uistantly filled to overflowing, for 
in default of payment of the heavy fines 
im|M>sed they were compelled to work out 
their lines, and thousands of little children 
were at all tunes ex|Mi8ed to the dreadful 
horrors of starvation, whose fathers and 
mothers had been arrested and eonuBitted 
to the workhouse for liQD-AttmidUMa at 
church on Sunday. 

This idiotic superstition that Sunday is a 
Holy day si ill prevails in a modified form, 
and on this acconiil every i^ood man and 
eveiy jroiul woman should ti'eat Sunday as 
a holiday instead of a Holyday, and in- 
dulge in all kinds of iuniK-enl games, sjiorts

sions to the woods and lakes, incnics. con- 
certs, theatres, nmseuus aud i \i iv species 
of pleasure and recreation slio: 11 be freely 
indiil^red for the pni|uise of s:a:i:piu'_' out 
anil exposiuir the idiotic praclire of wear- 
iiiir lony- faces ami fasliri'r in ilelerenci' to 
the superstition that Sunday w a Holyday. 
and that Qod will be angry if his children 
ha\e any plaaaure on this Holyday. 

Persons not familiar with the history of 
superstition will be astonished to learn that 
not long ago in the New England states a 
statute, with heavy penalties, was enacted 
forbidding any citisen to appear at the 
polls and offer to vote for any candidate 
for otiicp if the voter waa unconverted and 
not a member in gOod Standing in the 
church, and this same statute provided for 
the disfranchisement of any citizen who 
cast his ballot for an unconverted man. 

Another statute provided that if any 
citizen joined the Quaker church he should 
be banished, and if he ever returned he 
should be put to death, and many noble 
men and grand woman ware vietiaw of tiiis 
infamona law. 

There are many evil influeneea in the 
world that are ealenlated to degrade and 
debaae the human mind, but superstition is 
the moat demoraUiing agency that ever 
eseaped from Pandora 'a box— it completely 
destroys every nob*e and generous impulse, 
and eonverts the heart into a deaert waste 
filled with the serpents of hate and eruelty. 

Snpei^ition enacted laws in New Eng- 
land forbidding nnder dreadftal penaltiea 
any eitlaan to eook a meal, make a bed, 
sweep a hooae, walk in a garden or in a 
barnyard on Sunday, and superstition en- 
acted a law in New England making it a 
duty of all eonatablea and slieriAi to arreat 
every one suspected of being a Quaker, 
and if found gni'ty to be publicly whipped 
with knotted thongs, after which th^r 
tonguMi were to be bored through with a 
rad-hot iron, and hundreds died in agony 
wUle undergoing theae aavage tortnrea. 

Peraeeuting, defaming, torturing and as- 
sassinating men, women and children has 
been the devilish pastime of auperatition 
in all ages of the world down to this very 
hour. 

Superstition in New England made it the 
duty by law of every policeman, »'u\ tho 
whole eonstabiilary were required, to arrmt 
every man and woman who was caught in 
the aet of writing a letter to a friend on 
Sunday, and in default of payment of ex- 
cessive fines they were committed to the 
workhouse. 

Foi' failin;: Io be prompt iu their at- 
tendance at elinrch hundri'ils were pnhlicly 
whipped with knotted lealliiT lhou;:s on 
their naked bodies, and foi' eiitii-isimj min- 
islers of the gospel and speaking disrespect- 
ful^ of the aluuah many were branded 



with a red hot iron on the forehead and 

had their ears cut off. 

It IS ilieiciiiii' within the limit of sid)er 
Initli u hen I saw that the !(uliii-es and 
hoiii.i-. iif ihe h.st S(juls in hell, a.- c|c- 
sciihcd by llante and .Inhnallian Hdwards 
are nil L^realer than the aiionies endured by 
miMi. uiin.en and ciiildren in the llesli, while 
liviiii: on this larlh intlicled by the heart- 
less tieiids of superstition; the horrible 
death of .)es,:s Christ on the cross was 
mer<'iful in the hi;.'hesi deirree when ciun- 
paiiil to the unspeakable and savage tiu- 
Inres of many m.llions ol ^^-raiid men. noble 
Women and iniiocenl children who have per- 
ished in the slimy crils of the veiUMuous 
serpents and wild blasts of superstition. 

It stauneis the imauMiatinn and well niirli 
passes all human hehel that only a little 
while a-ro the prisons nl New Knuland at 
.Salem. Ijiswich, Huston and ( 'aiidiridire 
were literally overllowini;- with innocent 
men, women and children awaitine^their 
turn to be luulally lorti.rcd and put to 
death by the must savayi- nu'thods because 
they had been couvu'Ied of the imai^inary 
crime of witchcraft; ami 1 want every 
reader of these paires to know that if it 
had not been foi- the auucl of .Science and 
(io<ldess of Heasiiii the whole of the I'liiled 
Stales today would he a >winimin;; (lol- 
pillia of blood ami under the absolute con- 
tr<il of the heartless priesis of supeistilioii. 

In the present aL;e of inlelliirenee ami 
science, free llmuelii and rationalism, it 
would seem that no daiiirer lu'cd be leared 
of a return of those awful superstitions, but 
when we remember that there are still hun- 
dreds of ignorant pe«>ple in the I nited 
States who believe that Ciod had a son by 
a woman, and igiioniiniously killed him, it

Will it yet be 
before mankind will learn that the only 
saviours of the human race are the angel 
of Science and the Goddess of Reaaonf 
How long! O how long! will it yet be be- 
fore mankind will learn that the beautiful 
and fragrant flower of pure religion can 
never bloom in the human heart until the 
wild beasts of superstition are driven from 
the human brain t

Why »» it that this great fru- nati(.n has a -ov. riim. iii 
so corrupt and dishonest that "to 1)0 a poliiician" is - on 
M.lrr.d a .Iciractiiifi- epithet, snggiwtivc of^a disreputable 
charaeii r. while in Kiin-iie such an office is held to be a 
tnist of liMii.ir. Is the <>eiieral moral -laiidard lower li. rc 
than in iiuroiHii Originally i>erhai)s not, hut the oi.no.Ni- 
ous system tends to make the offloera dlshom si, to blimi 
the sonsr. cd" honur ami diminish the regard for the rights 
of the jMople. Ill Kiirope the state demands certain quali- 
fications for an oftiee and ^-ivi- ccrlain -nar.int.cs in re- 
turn, permanency of ijosition an-l a .dian.-c for promotion.

of the [Kjople, is just as liable to be removed from ottiee as 
the one who has availed himself of the opiwrtimity and 
feathered his own nest at the ex|tense of the public. And 
what is still wors<', the thief who has stolen a fortune,, 
when retiring to jirivatc life will he ropeeled as a i)n>mi- 
nent citizen, while the honest man, who gm-s out nf otiiee 
with clean hands and empty pockets is looked at with dis 
respect, as a fool who was not snnirt eiiondi to make hay 
while the siin shone. Why do the iK-ople expect a man to 
thruiifih all the indi'iiiilies of an ele.-tioii. run the gaunt- 
let of viliticatiou by the pajKr-. pretending to the 
mouthpiece of public opinion. I low can the people expect 
that anybody should be find enough to sacritice his jwrsonal 
interest f. r that of the public, for which there is neither any 
nec-.vssity iK.r ohiigation. If the jieople want honest serA-ice 
they can have it as w( II as privat.' persons and under the 
same conditions. Ihii a- long as they maintain this f..ol- 
ish system, the result must bo tliat honest men an; to a 
great extent debarred from public offices an«l the dishonest 
individuaU secure a^ much a- po-ihle -d' the peoples money, 
the only remuneration worth having. I'uhlie opinion as an 
entity does not exist, the man who has th.' peoples money 
does not care a straw what Tom, Dick and Harry think 
of him, he has the power, the real value. 

Far worse than the dcpartmcuis ..f the rniled Slat,-, 
corruption infests the state, county and innnicipal govern 
ments and the free people stand jniwerless while they mv. 
heini-- r..hhe.l sv.teinatically. This is the natural sequom.J 
of disregar.ling the prin. iph' <>f honesty, thieves are the 
fittest to survive among a naii n thai .h-s not reeo-ni/.P 
and encourage honesty. Tiiroiigh the fault uf the system, 
individuals who could hardly make an horn st living hy 
labor, are enabled to appropriate millions, which means a 
corresponding loss to those who have to pay. But it means 
more. A person acpiiring a huge f.utune ilh-gitimately, 
without giving un equivalent In return, ohiaiiis through this 
money control over a larg.- share of the land, he '-ai, hny 
thousands of acres and hold them on speculation. I his 
is one of the causes of land monopoly against which Mr. 
(Jeorg." might have ju^ilv directed his attack, l»ecauae it 
is within the sirope of iM.ssil.ility to abolish it to some ex- 
tenti while it is impossible to umh. the a,-cnmpl,>hed fact 
,,,,.1 overthrow the system of land-property, winch has always 
been an.l will l»e forever the basis of society. 

Comparing the elHeien<-y of ,nir . ivil govriniie.it will, 
ilml of the most advanced stales .,f KurojK, (irres|M.. iiv.. of 
standing armies and hereditwy monarehiea), we can not

deny tho disagreeable fact that they are goremed better 
and cheaper than we are. 

Larp© cities and pomiiiiniitios liave as a nil*- cniisiderahli' 
|)r(i|icrlv, ciilicr in cmsIi t'liiids or in real estate, i'()re8tfl, coin- 
uious, etc., from wliicli they derive eonsiderable income, 
while lieri' almost evcrv town is overburdened with debt, con- 
tracted by dishonest officers. Here in Leadville, for in- 
stance, so much' money has boon stolen that pn |iertv is 
taxe(l 7 Jici- cent of its vuliic tlic ~c1iim.|- are nfleli 

oloseil for months, hc'aiis<' there is mo nioiiev to |)a,v the 
teaeliers. I!ut d(m't we enjov the i;reat privih'p' of free 
speech i Oh yes, we can call every body a thief, etc., 1m'- 
hind his bade, he does not care, he has our money, enjoys 
ilie fruit of our labor and the people be d— d; and he is 
rigiit. 

If we pay dearly enough for being badly governed, the 
administration of justiee is a ilownrifiht sham -, a iiKX-kerv 
of liberty. When I eame over from the land of the "down 
trodden nations," it was with a feidinn' of awe, akin lo ven- 
eration, that I put niy foot on tlio staered soil of lilterty. 
Here was the land of the free, where all people are equal 
Iiefore the law, personal rifrlits held saereil, honest labor 
recoinii/.ed, officers models of inte^rrity, ind)ned with patri- 
ot ie t'crvdi' 111 >cr\e the interest of llieir eonntr/, etc. lint, 
this iH'uutifnl dream was suuu disiM'Ued when I became a 
witness in a murder case. When the trial opened and the 
examination of witnesses commenceil, I was surprised. 
Heretofore T had l<tok(Hl at every fn»e citizen as a kin^r, 
proinliv M-~ertiiii;- his riulit ai:ain-l anv one in llie slate, 
no mutter how high his posiiion, Imt as soon as hi' sal down 
on the witness chair Ids diiiiiiiv was fjone. II<-w meek and 
hund)le lie submitted Ut all the abuse and iusulta the law- 
yers hurled at him, evidently astonished at bis own iniquity 
<d' wididi lie wa> nnaware before. Since ihcii I have had 
the misfortune to Itecome better aet|\niinted wi;h the courts 
and, true to the proverb, this greater familiarity has only 
bred contempt 

On the toj) of court liouses we se*- fre(|uently a female 
tifrure, hiiiiilfolded willi a |iair >>{ M'ales in one and a sword 
in the other hand, the goildess tif ju8ti«-e. Indeed a tit 
emblem of justice, blind, unable to distinguish right and 
wroni;-, a liarlol. who I.estows her favors uiMUi the one who 
places the^realcsl weiiilil of pild in her scab's. What prus- 
tiliitioii is physically, that is the profession of law mentally, 
it has lost all sense of shamo auti dtH;eney, all is-ret^ptiou 
of wrong anfl right, all interest in the welfare of the com- 
mnnilv. Its . l.jeci is not to protect the life of the weaker 
against the slrouf-fr, lo onaraulee the industrious lalwirer 
the enjoyment of the fruit »f his ex. rlion. to -nan! llie 
common wealth against the depredation of organized hands 
of robbers, etc., no, the sole object is to afford a large num- 
her of indix iduals an opportunity to r«>ceivo for their per- 
somd lal«ir an iindui' proportion of the material wealth of 
the eonnniiiiily, a ciu-respondinj;- amoiinl of money. There 
ia no other class of professional people (exeupt artists) who 



receive such enormous fees for personal sen-ices than the 
lawyers, hpcans,. their \v<>vk i- n..t e-timatc 1 like the work 
of others hy tile time re<iuircd, l.iit iiy the umount of value 
in litigation. :Measnred by this scale, the ser^'ices of a 
physician, when a life is at stake ou-ht to command the 
bluest price, but in this case the peoph would never sub- 
mit to eNtnrli..n. and iinrea-i uialdc demand- .■■■uld ii..t he 
PoHected. Ihit in the ca>e of the lawyer tiiey >nlimit Ih- 
cause they must, the letter of the law uives him the ri^t 
and the executive force, that is the ihtsous paid for carrj'- 
ing out the orders of the court, gives him the power. Thus 
the lawyers receive such enormous fee- for their -er\ irr-. 
because they have the opporliiniiv and tlu' couraire to take 
tin '111 and the |H'opIe are powerless, lieeause they are 
too ignorant an*l cowardly to abolish this extortion. 

Now let us illustrate by an example how the law works 
in the inteivst of the people. ,i< i- claimed liy some f.M.N 
(those that pay) and .some smart men (those that receive).

Patterson and Thomas were tlie 
attoriii v- "( ilio M illiii;:hp|i- in ihe lem^ihy trial in which 
their life and lilierties liunji in llie l>alaiice, the infen'Uee 
is that the noii-s wen? given in consideration of services 
rendered at the trial, in which the accused wen> aeipiitted." 

Supposing this to be true, what dix's it signify? Tn the 
first place, if a crime has lieen commiiieil the law could 
not protect the victim and can uoi make the deed undone. 
(Vms(H]uently there remains im oiher duly for the law but 
to tind tlie guilty party and pimisli tlieiii as a warning 
example for others that may have nuirderoiis pro|KMisities. 
In repinl lo the >us}KX!te<l per-oii- ilieic are |io— iMli 
ties ami only two, they are fjiiiliy or iliey are ih'i. In ihe 
first case it shows that it was uicndy a mailer of mouey 
whether a guilty criminal lx> convicted or acquitted, in tho 
siH-ond it proves that iinvM-ence can not expect a fair trial 
in court But in hoili l a-es ii shows that the laws and

From the very iuet']jtioii of ( 'hri^liullit y until the preaent 
time, ito advocates have been unwilling to subject the sys- 
tem to the supreme test of criticism. If the Christian 

religion is of" ilivlm- ori;;iii, ;i- chiiincil, it (m he al>U' 

to Stand any criticul test, tlic only fair iiielhod that can he 
applied in the search for trutli. Religions preiudic*-, ^^m li 
as we observe frcon the quotation given above, is invariably 
the result of early traininpr. This form of projudice has 
led to every reIijrioii> iicrx-ciiiiini. anil crnclti.- iiiiiuiner- 
able and destructive have followed in its walse. And of 
what is the hi^er criticism ? Can it <l< >iroy ti-uth? Does 
it alter or change a proven fact? Truth and fact court oriti- 
ciHrn and <lenian<l the fullest investijration, for the more 
W'verely eriticnl the in(|niry, the iiiore coMiith'te (he investi- 
gation, the more potent <lo truth aini fad iMcmne. 

The real alarm of Dr. Thomas cnnic^^ from the fact that 
tlie hi^'lier criticism is destructive only of his religious fan- 
tasy. The higher critic* have ponetrflt<»d rtie dark comers 
of theology, they have expl"fc<l tlu' realm <.f the -ni. posed 
miraculous and exposed the vagaries of the dilTereiit theo- 
logical systems. Thej have oafefuUy wei|^ the evi- 



dence I'ur and against the ducirincs |)r<im\ilgatcnl by the 
church, and have found a preponderance to be antagonistic 
thweto. With the moral courage of their convictions, the 

hij^ier crities have n^t lii'-ilalcd to make kimwii the fcsiill- 
of their lahurs. and this |piil)licity is the uiie erime, for 
which men like Dr. Thomas, would eondenin them. The 
higher critic believes in calling a spade by its proper name, 
but Dr. Thomas would resort to subterfuge in order to 
conceal a tfuth llmi tlie member-; of hi- conii-n iiation nniy 
be kept t'l-oin a know ledge of that truth. Tlie idi-lier critic 
is naturally hetero<lo.\. Dr. Thomas and his eoadjutors an- 
naturally orthodox. Herein lies the real difference. But 
higher criticism will continue to labor and orthodoxy is 
hound to suffer as a result. 

The last seiiteiici- in the statement (iiiote(i i- aptly jtiit. 
The higher critic has no place in any pulpit. To occupy 
a pulpit would be to stultify the criticism. As a higher 
critic, a man knows that tl» pulpit is wrong: that it is 
<.iit of joint with the times; that it has hccomi' fo>silized, 
and with such a knowledge, he would not want to occupy 
it. Only they who ke<'p a sharp eye upon a oii-incss con- 
tract, looking to the cash extremity of a church-pulpit bar- 
gain, would desire a place in the pulpit that he may l»e 
richly l)ai<l for the makiiii:- of promises he can i.cvcv fulfil. 

In our judgment tlu? world would h ive lieeii happier l)y 
far, and fully one tlKHisaiid years in advance <jf where it 
irt today, if every Christian preachctr, from tlie first cen- 
tury to tlie twentieth, had gtm(! fishing for fish instead of 
fishing for cash. <"oid<l they ha\c ani;lcd jiatiently and 
long for the finny iiihuhitants <d' the dee]), am! made less 
claims to an assumed divine authority and power, which 
they knew they never possessed, much suffering, pain and 
agony would have been saved to millions of men and 
women. If there be "suckers" amoui>- the race who gulp 
at the wily parson's bait, they should not ask all mankind 
to suffer because they have been foolish enough to get 
caught

Mlii'i, fanner |ii( -idi iit id' llai xard College, has jtrepan'd ' 
a list of books, which is now designute<l as "five feet of 
l)ook«," and deemed to be necessary, l)y him, to a liberal 
(•(liicat ioii. We can afford to ignore some (d" the lio^ks nu n- 
lioiied hy him, as in the exercise of our |M'ivate ami |ier- 
sonal judgment,, we <lo n<it cnn-iiler some <d' those named, 
essential to such an issue, lu his list mention is made of 
such writers as Bacon, Plato, Epictetna, Maretis Aurelius, 
Ivmcrsoii, Shelley, floethe, Cicero, Pliny, Pliitarch, Daiilc. 
Darw in, .\dam Smith, and he f\-cn iiiclmlcs .\raliiaii night-. 
The mo>t signiticaiit feature alMuit ids list is that lie has 
omitted the bible altogether, and for his religious feature 
he assigns Bnnyan's Pilgrim's Progress as being all suf- 
ficient. This omission of the bihle has ereated n storm of 
protest, liiit not all the preachers in tlie land eoidd iudnee 
him to snh-iiinie iln' iiiiile inr any one of the ii ioks named, 
or even U* a<ld it to the list he has compiled. 

That the bible should not be reganled essential to a 
< ourse of study iuti'Uiled to produce what is ealled a lilteral 
education, hy so eminent an uuthorify in such mtitters. is 
reall.v mid inilv signilicaiit. It is a declaration id' dis- 
regard for the bible. It also means that the writings of 
the worid'a scholan and thinkers are vastly 8U|iorior to 
the bible for the purpose outlined. That so many preachers 



should pivMime to utter a iin.tcst, must lead to th<- ci.n- 
'he,\ keenly realize the position (■> which the 
I'ihle i- heiiig a>.-igiied, and that as a god-inspired book, it 
has Ueu relegated t. the rear of works of greater merit 
that have Injen written by man. While appreciating this 
act ui)on the part of Dr. Eliot, we are. none the less, of 
the ii|dniiin that the bible ought i.. he read hy all |.er.-ons 
of mature mind, »dse how would any one be justitied in 
accejiting or rejecting that which ho has not examined, 
iieliever or unbeliever alike must be able to give a reason 
for the faith that is in them. But the bible should 

i:e read just as nihir I k- are read. The pruning 

knife of reason sliould Ik- used in a liberal and literal 
sense. 

Some of the preachers insist that a man's edueation is 
ineoiiii>lete imtil he has read and studied the hible. This 
will depend iipeii what i- meant hy education. If it is an 
cdm MiiiPii t'lir preaeliing mcndy, the hible may be necessary. 
If it i- an education intended to tit a man for the prac- 
tical atfuirs of life, then the bible can well be ignored, for 
thousands multiplieil are gutting an education without it.

It is 
eallc l " The .1 iyu-.Shiso." which iiiterpreteil means "I-'ree- 
thoiight." It is published MMui-nionthly, at Tokio, and the 
copy now in our hands is dated 'May 25, IftOft. American 
Freethinkers will, beyond doubt, expr«'ss a fond hope for 
the siiccc-s of the new piihlicaf ion, and while extemling a 
heartf(dt symiiatliy with ilie iinpri-oned heriMS \\,y tlie 
persecution they are Indng subjected to. wi.sli for their tinal 
victory and a speedy release. And yet, it has ever been 
tliii-. World reformers have ever Iwn villified and perse- 
( iiicd. It is the same in all countries, and Japan oflFers no 
csceptioii ti> the rule.

The old sayini: iliiii ■"Ki'inr ua- n.>i Imiil in a day" may 
Ih' taken as siiggfslinj; the >l w ami lal>i'rioii> procer-scs 
of impnivement. But if the idea is at all applicable t<» 
the material changes wrought by the hand of man, such as 



t!u' erc'tion of lai^gp cities, inventing and building machines, 
it is indeed of far greater application to the <|..\v l.nt ccr- 
tan ))r(K'esses ni chan,«r(' and physical growth as wrought l>y 
Xaiinv uiilii.nr man'- assistance. All truth is of slow 
iinlnldnu iit. KsiKJt'ially do we })erceive this if the truth is 
antagonistic to the cherished notions and beliefs of the ma- 
jority. In many ca<c< the truth is first met wirh dcinal 
and only in the i-reat almdiic of rime does it undergo tlio 
transitory sraires from rejection tn acceptance. 

In a previous issiu- we made a rather long comment upon 
n series of articles by Harold Bolce, published in the Cos- 
inn|H,lit,iii .M,ii;:izinc, wherein a large numl)er of quota- 
tion- were iiivcn fr in ilie leading educators of America, 
defining their atiitude towards the orthodox pretensions of 
present-day Christianity. We are pleased to notice that 
in the Angnst number of the same nnigazino. the same 
writer a|i|iear- w ith an extended article npon "< 'liri-t iaiiity 
in ilie CnieiLle" and once again the expressed o|>inions of 
iiniver-ity leacla-rs and professors find elaWation. At 
this writing we have not time to enter upon a full and com- 
plete discussion of the issues here |)resented and this will 
be reserved for onr next issue. 

The most interi'sting ])hase of Mr. Bolce's articles is the 
direction whither they are leading. Their certain tendency 
mii-l lie ti.ward the overthrow ■ t" nil ra ..riliodciN helicf-. 
for in an editorial note explanatory of the articles, the 
eilitor of the Cosmo|)olitan intinuites that they have shown 
that "our great universities repudiate the dogma an<l ortho- 
doxy of the establislie<l eliurch" and he predicts that it 
will nliiniately re>nli in the proelaniation ot' "a new religion 
divested of biblical ami church creed." It is i ncou raging 
to those who have been pn>secuting a relentless war against 
all form- of orthmlox superstition, for many years, without 
ho| (• or possil)ility of renntnerative considerations, to find 
in the present auc -neli a ta-k Iieinu' nmlcrtake'i hy men of 
pnd'ound h-arning and ability who have not heretofore l)een 
identified therewith. Tbtw men, as a result of eritical 
study and investigation, have reached the conclusion that 
the leadini: ediicati(mal institutions and the leading edn- 
cator< of ilie e.Mintry are now eonvineed that the religions 
thought inculcated by the church ami its advocat»'s are not 
only far in the rear of social needs and scK'ial truth, but 
that they have ever been an obstacle to human advanoe- 
meiit and an obscuring ]>all to |ihysieal truth. 

Thus then, all truth, no nnifter its complexion, is nf slow 
nnfoldmeiit, but on»'e unfolded, it reiiniins in open view for 
all lime. .V truth is, and must be. always a truth. Having 
submitted church claims an<l church deirma, to the crucial 
test t)f a high si-holasticism, it is but luitnral that all so- 
ealled sacred institutions shall be subjecte<l to the most 
-earchin;;- scientitle t<'<t-. 

We purpo-e ii. l"ollnw thi> di-cn»ion in grt-ater detail, 
ami in the meantime we wouhl advise our readers to a care- 
ful iierusal of the article in question.

the ponrts arc not (M|)iiviilcnt tn riirlit, iiiid <>iily sen'e to 
iiirnri] ilir lawvi.-i-- ii|i|Mui i" nccivc liidit-r wiip'S 

for their labor tliaii anv ja-rsou eiigagcil in a u-efiil avoca- 
tion. In fact the so-called administration of justice is noth 
ing but a gigantic hunil)u;r wliicli owes its oxistenoe to the 
moral cowardice of the people Kvcrv boily is afraid of 
it l>iit a> l<'nii- as it only liit* iii- ncidiluT, nolxxly cart-s. 
The iguoraiiee of the ixjojile in rcpird to tlic trn<' relations 
between natural and human laws makes tlu in moral cow- 
ards. Notwithstanding: that no law is taught in school and 
the majority of the jwoidc j;t \v up and become good and 
useful ineinliers of sdciety wiiiiout tlic least knowledp^e of 
the statutes, the common error is jirevailinfr that laws wero 
neoeasaiy to maintain the social order, while it is a fact 
that only A small minority requires a check for their 
brtital, animal instincts, inconi]tatible with a peaceable state 
of liuinaii e.\i>tencc. Tlii- erroneous coiiceivtion of hnnuin 
nature causes mutunl di-trust an<l conse(iuently jiersonal 
selfishness which jirevents liie j^eneraiion of puldic spirit, 
the feeling of relationship and mutual deijeudence, ne<«K- 
sary for cooperation in behalf of the general welfare. In 
the strujrfilf of existence tliis error licconies tho means by 
which some individuals socurc an unprojiortional share of 
the nations wealth to the detriment of those who are com- 



pelled through the law to pay some one else ten times 
more for his labor tlian they receive for tlieir own. 

Let us examine now Imw the laws fiiltill their fuuetions, 
which we found consist in dealing with those who disregard 
the rights of their fellow men. 

As the first i>ostulato for the existence of society we 
found security of life. 'I'lie law d(M's not ami can not pro- 
tect life, it can oidy deal with the accoinpli-^hed fact of 
murder and by its action exert an influence upon the moral 
impulse from which every deed springs, it can encourage 
crime by leniency, or discourage it by swift retribution. 
Althoufih it is true eiioiidi that no liiw in the world could 
abolish crime altogether, it is nevertludess a fiu t that con- 
sciousness of immunity from severe P.nd prompt ])unisli- 
ment will tiim the scale in favor of crime in the mind of 
a person whose ferocious instincts are in conflict with his 
better knowledfre. Tt diM's not require elaborate statistics 
to prove this, we have the best illustration in the wonder^ 
ful efficiency of the lynch law to i-estore i)iiblic order and 
safety of life and property, where the courts failed com- 
pl( tely. I mentioned already my own experience in a min- 
iiiL' canii> lieyoud the reach of the law and refer for further 
information on this subject to an arti(de in the Aufrust num- 
ber (1802) of ilari.ers Monthly Mai;a/.ine, by .Tohu W.

any one to apokigise to me for his. I am 
a pagan beeause I don't see why I should 
go to the Jews directly or indirectly for 
religion.
